Report of the Deetruetlen of Two Jap- 
anese Warships Off Port Arthur 
it Officially Confirmed By 
Adm. Toge. 

New Chwang, May 20.~It is report- 
r<] here from a reliable source that the 
Japanese army from the Yalu river 
has received a beavy blow and been 
drlTea back to lYrng vnmt Cbeng. 

Wei Hal Wei, May 20.— The British 
sloop-of-war Esplegle has started for 
New Chwang to protect British inter- 
ests there. 

Liondon, May 20.— A. 0. Hales, cor- 
respondent of ttae Daily News, cables 
from TienTsin as follows, under date 
of May 19: "It Is reported that 70,000 
Ruscians arc marching to the relief of 
Port Arthur and the Japanese are con- 
aequently hastening offensive opera- 
tions. Forty-flve thousand troops have 
already been landed at Kin Chan and 
Talien Wan, thus entirely invc•yti^^ 
Port Arthur. The Japanese advanced 
lines are seven miles from the Russian 
batteries. Bklrmiabea occur dally 
along the railroad. 

"It is believed that the Japanese in- 
tend attaclting Port Arthur witM the 
entire force when it numluTs 50,ooo 
men. They are mounting six-inch na- 
val guns on steel wheels, with the ob- 
ject of silencing the Busaian bat- 
teries. 

"The Manrhnrian railway south of 
Harbin is constantly brol<cn by Chi- 
nese marauders, and the Russians 
threaten reprisals. The Russians ad- 
nait that they have to, contend with 
teriAle difflcultles along tbe whole 
line. Tfaelr men, however, are behav- 
ing splendidly and tb«r are yery con- 
fident." 

Tolilo, May 20. — Adm. Togo reports 
as follows: "At 14 minutes past 1 In 
tbe afternoon of May 15, In a deep fog 

off Port Arthur, the Kasuga rammed 
the Yoshlno, sinking the latter in a 
few minutes. Ninety of her crew were 
saved. The same mojrning the Hat- 
Bose, while cruising off Port Arthur 
covering the landing of tbe soldiers, 
Btmck a mine 10 knots soutbeast of 
(he harbor entrance. She sank in half 
an hour. Three hundred of her crew 
were saved by torpedo boats." 

Washington. May 20.— Advices re- 
ceived at tbe Japanese legation from 
Tokio confirming the press account of 
the sinking of the cruiser Yoshino and 
the battleship Hatsuse, state that aft- 
er the Hatsuse had been struck by 
Russian mechanical mines a Russian 
flotilla of 16 torpedo boats and destroy- 
ers appeared but were repulsed by the 
Japanc!;o cruisers, which saved .100 of 
the Hatsuse's crew, including Adm 
Masblba and Capt. -l<?akao.

London, May 2(».~ The Standard's 
correspondent at Tien-Tsin cables that 
wblle the Japanese fleet was covering 
the landing of troops near Kal Chau 
on Monday, a fierce engagement oc- 
curred at Hien Yen Cheng. Two thou- 
sand Russians were killed or wounded. 
Hio Russians retreated and tbe Japan- 
ea« occupied both Kalplng and Kai 
Chau. Tbe Chinese governor at Cheng 
Chow has received news, th.' corre- 
spondent adds, that the Russians have 
destroyed the railway between Tasbl- 
cblao and New Cbwang. 

Paris, May SO.— The correspondent 
at St. Petersburg of the Echo de Paris 
says: "The Russian cruiser liogatyr 
grounded during a fog on the rocks 
near the entrance to Vladivostok. Her 
9Mltloii Is critical. Tho crew was 
ogTed." 

Spanish Minister to Be Recalled. 

Rome, May 20. — The Tribuna says 
that Senor Dupuy de I^ino, Spanish 
ambassador to Italy, will be recalled 
because he left Rome on tbe pretext 
of being Indisposed so as not to be 
present on tho oecasion of President 
LonbeC's visit to the qolriiMtf .

The Bloody and Mud-C.iked Cloth- 
ing of the Murdered Girl 
in Evidence. 



THE PLASTER CAST OF FOOTPRINT. 



There Were No Marks Foand on 
tbe Body to Indicate an 
Attempted Assaalt. 



While Talking With Geo. Ikcrd About 
the Murder of Miss Schafer Mc- 
Donald, the Accused Man, 
Seemed Confused. 



Bedford, Ind., May 20. — The bloody 
and murl-soal^i il clothing of the mtir- 
dered girl was introduced in evidence 
while merlfl Smith was on the stand. 
While it was in evidence the father 
and brother of Miss Schafer left the 
court room. The outer garments were 
matted with cinders and blood, the 
underwear lorn and the stockings cak- 
ed with mud along tbe front from tbe 
shoes to the knees, showing she had 
been on her knees and had been drag- 
ged during the struggle. 

.Miss Eva Love, rooinn;atc of thf> 
murdered girl, was called to tbe stand. 
The defense failed to educe any evi- 
dence connecting any outside person 
with knowledge of tbe murder. 

Miss Lovo testified that shi^ was 
.Miss Scliafcr's roommate from .Janu- 
ary ?i until .laniiaiy I I. win n she went 
to Indianapolis and did not return un- 
til after the murder. In substance 
Miss Love's testimony was similar to 
preceding testimony. At the conclu- 
sion of .Miss Love's testimony Mayor 
Smith was called to identity the cloth- 
ing taken from the body of the mur- 
dered girl. 

Drs. Freeland, Short and Ferry, who 
performed the autopsy, stated posi- 
tively that there were no marlcs on 
the body to indicate an attempt to 
commit assault. 

George Ikerd told of walking on the 
street with McDonald after the mur- 
der and relating the circumstances of 
the murder. Ikerd testified that when 
he said that he believed the murderer 
was a Bedford man and if caught he 
would like to help bang him, McDonald 
seemed confused. 

Mayor Smith was recalled and told 
of visiting the cab-shed after the mur- 
der and of being present when Mc- 
Donald was arrested and when the 
plaster cast of the foot print in the 
alley was made. He also told of ac- 
company Detective Reed and McDon- 
ald to the alley when the latter was 
asked to place his foot in the foot- 
print. McDonald's shoe and the plas- 
ter cast were introdui cd as evidence 

Lawrence Conner. .Meluinald's em- 
ployer, testified that Detective Reed 
had told him that McDonald would 
kill both Reed and Cosner if he was 
not convicted. 

' THE DEFENSE BEGINS. 



Five Minutes on Night of Murder to 
Be Accounted For. 

Rising Sun, Ind.. May 20.— Contrary 
to rumor, the deiense in the Gillespie 
case did not Thursday morning move 
for the dismissal of the accused be- 
fore offering any testimony. 

They reserved the right to do this 
after the close of the case and before 
tbe arguments were made. On tbe 
opening of court Cfuigressman Orlfflth 
made his address to the jury, outlining 
the defense. 

Jim Cillespie has but the brief pe- 
riod of five minutes on the night of 
December 8 to account for to the sat- 
isfaction of the Jury and he will go 
acquitted. The testimony of the state 
has so traced him that only these few 
minutes remain to stand against him. 
It must, in tbe natural course of pro- 
ceedings, be shown In tbe alibi to be 
presented in his behalf, where he was 
from tbe time that be left tbe kitchen 
of the Seward home until he was seen 
at the lattice gate between the Seward 
and Boyle houses. The testimony of 
Mrs. Jane Boyle fixes from the state's 
side the time period. In her testimony 
she declared that five minutes elapsed 
from the firing of tbe shot until she 
saw Jim with his sister, Mrs. Seward, 
in conversation at the gate. 

It is the general belief, by the line 
of cross-examination pursued by the 
defease, that it will be sought to prove 
that James Gillespie went from tbe 
Seward home to an outhouse and re- 
mained there until after his sister 
Enizabeth was shot, then started along 
the walk between the two houses, go- 
ing toward the front yard of bis home, 
when he encountered at tbe lattice 
gate his other sister, Mrs. Seward, 
who. a moment before had cried out, 
"Where is Jim? " and had then said, 
"lie went to the outhouse."

Panama, May 20. — Gov. Davis Thurs- 
day Issued a proclamation from "Tbe 
Ofllce of tbe Governor of tbe Isthmian 
Canal Zone, Culebra, May 19," and ad- 
dressed "To the Inhabitants of the Ca- 
nal Zone." The proclamation enumer- 
ates the rights ai quired by the United 
States in Panama on tbe zone by vir- 
tue of the canal treaty and says that 
for the maintenance of order within 
the zone, so that the inhabitants may 
be protected In tlie full enjo\ inent of 
their liberty, property and religion, 
President Roosevelt has been empow- 
ered by congress to esubllsh a tem- 
porary govommoBt m the Mme. 

All matters of legi.^lation, the proc- 
lamation says, have been delegated to 
members of tho isthmian canal com- 
mission of whom four constitute a 
quorum for legislative purposes, but it 
Is provided that tho governor of the 
zone aad tho commission shall eier- 
else their powers and carry on their 
work under the stipervlsion and direc- 
tion of the secretary of war. 

The laws of Panama in force in the 
MBo Oft February 26 are to continue In 
force oatll annulled by the commis- 
sion. 

The proclamation points out that the 
people are entitled to security in their 
jierson, property and religion and in 
all their private rights and relations, 
and says that "They will be disturbed 
as little as possible In their custonia 
and avocations that are in harmony 
with the principles of well ordered, de- 
cent living, l)ut there are certain great 
principles of government that are the 
bases of our existence as a nation 
which are deemed eaeential to the rule 
of law and the maintenance of order, 
and these will have force within the 
canal zone and in other lands on the 
isthmus that are controllable by tbe 
United States." ,
